When put into operation next year, it 
is planned to give fluoride treatments to all 
children in the second grade, This will pro- 
lect their teeth against decay for almost a 
year, During school years that follow, wher 
these children advance to the third, fourth, 
fifth and finally 12th grades, their teeth 
will receive treatment and be examined. 
Since each successive second grade will get 
treatments, after the clinic has been in op- 
eration 10 years, every child in school will 
have his teeth protected and examined dur- 
ing all the years he is in Elba schools. 

In addition, there will be free treat- 
ment available to some children in dentally 
indigent families, At the same time, busy 
parents won't be allowed to overlook the 
condition of the teeth of their children. A 
slip from school will tell them fillings are 
needed before decay reaches a point the 
teeth would have to be pulled. Plans also 
‘all for bringing children in from the 
schools around Elba for dental checks. 

All of this service to the children of 
Elba and surrounding territory is available 
for only $500.

In 1953 Coffee County had a real per 
capita income (current dollars deflated by 
all-item Consumer Price Index for Atlanta) 
of $873.

Of the small counties, only Dale (Ozark) 
was better off than Coffee, showing a per 
capita income of $1,335. Covington was 
£839, Crenshaw $579, Geneva $834, and Pike 
#772. Forty-seven of the 67 counties in the 
state showed a lower per capita income than 
Coffee. 

Tota} income for the State of Alabama 
in 1953 was $3,247,659,000. Of this Coffee 
County accounted for $27,794,000 or .86 per 
cent. Covington had $33,665,000 or 1.05 per 
cent; Crenshaw $10,809,000 or .838 per cent; 
Dale $52,916,000 or 1.63 per cent; Geneva 
$20,859,000 or . 64 per cent; Houston, $48,- 
164,000 or 1.49 per cent; Montgomery, 
$185,026,000 or 5.7 per cent and Pike 
$22,873,000 or .70 per cent. Forty-one of 


near $114,000 could be raised. The only 
other solution is a new tax, Those suggested 
have been a higher ad valorem property tax 
sales tax and utility tax.

To go all out to get one would of 
necessity hold up progress on the others 
because there is only so much money avail- 
able. Careful judgement must be exercised 
to keep a program of advancement in all 
fields of community improvement in bal- 
ance. 


| Per Capita Income in County in 1953 Was $873 


the state’s counties had a lower percent of 
the total state income than Coffee. 

Following the statewide trend, Coffee 
County residents received a smaller share 
of their income from agriculture than in 
former years. While agriculture contributed 
28.1 per cent of the income and was the 
largest single factor, it no longer was the 
“only crop.” Distribution by type showed 
manufacturing responsible for 20.7 per cent 
of the income; government, 17.6 per cent; 
trade, finance and service, 25.4 per cent, 
and all others 8,2 percent, 

From 1939-1953 Coffee County showed 
a remarkable 173.6 per cent gain in real 
income. Over the state, only Marion, Gen- 
eva, Lauderdale and Dale counties regis- 
tered better increases, However, the picture 
from 1947-53 does not stack up as well. 
Forty-five of the 67 counties in the state 
bettered the 2.6 per cent gain in income of 
Coffee County. Rate of increase here has 
not kept pace with the rest of the state in 
recent years. ; 


Men who have been in business in Elba. 


for a long time are quick to point out how 
much better things are now than back in 
the days of the “Hoover cart” and bank 
holidays. That is undoubtedly true, but the 
situation has to be measured in relation to 
the total economic picture of the country. 
A low income county in a low income state, 
Coffee County per capita income was near 
the bottom in 1939. Now it has increased 
but so have those above it. To get up to 
even the state average, Coffee County has 
a long way to go. Progress in the upward 
direction is not inevitable as can be testified 
by 22 counties in the state which registered 
losses in their relative positions with res- 
pect to per capita income.
